SEATTLE, Wash., March 28.—A 
seaplane that was driven by its two- 
man crew through a hail of lead 
from the shotguns of United States 
immigration agents who suspected 
it. of having been used for smug- 
gling aliens, narcotics and liquor 
into this country, was held here to- 
day after it was found deserted on 
a beach. : 

The two men-in the plane es- 
caped, but the officers arrested Ar- 
thur E. Monday who, they said, 
was transferring beer from the 
plane to an automobile parked on 
the beach. The car was seized and 
Monday was held at the immigra- 
tion detention station. The car, of- 
ficers said, contained five sacks of 
beer and 35 gallons of aviation gas- 
olirfe, 

Acting on advance information, 
the immigration officers yesterday 
posted a lookout on a hill to watch 
for the plane. When he saw it 
landing, he notified his compan- 
ions, who rushed to the beach to 
surround it. Monday, they sald, 
warned the flyers, who immediate- 
ly began getting under way The 
agents said they opened fire when 
they saw one of the men in the 
plane reach down as if he intended 
to get a weapon. The plane soon 
was out of reach of the officers’ 
guns. 

When the immigration officere 
saw the plane had made its get- 
away, they notified customs off- 
cials and two of the latter started 
in pursuit in a commandeered air 
mail plane. Meanwhile the looxout 
had seen the fleeing plane alight 
on the water at Brown's Bay, near 
Seattle, where its occupants aban- 
doned it after running it ashore.

Boy. 12, Tells of Finding Body. 
Henry Marchand Jr., the 12-year- 
old son, was called by the District 
Attorney and described briefly how 
he found his mother dead when he 
returned from schoo] March 6. 
Mrs. Matilda Bower, who lives 
in the house adjacent to the Mar- 
chand home, testified she saw 
Nancy Bowen go into the yard of 
the Marchand home on March 6 
with the basket said to have con- 
tained the hammer and chloroform 
used to kill the artist’s wife. Mrs. 
Bower's daughter substantiated her 
mother’s testimony and added she 
had seen another Indian with her 
walking up and down near the 
Marchand home and looking into 
the yard. 
Helen Fisher, clerk in a 6-and- 
10-cent store, said she had sold a 
hammer to an Indian woman 
March 6. 
Late in the day Ann Snow, 
wrinkled old Indian aunt of Lila, 
shuffled to the stand. Through 
an Indian interpreter, she said she 
could remember “the time Lilia was 
going around with this white man.” 
She had heard Lila and the white 
man were going to live together. 
From her eabin on the banks 
of Burning Springs Creek, Ann had 
seen Lila and the artist together 
much of the time he was on the 
Cattaraugus Reservation, it seemed 
to Ann “most of the time.” 

Lila’s Aunt on Stand. 
Ann, a withered little Cayuga 
Indian, mumbled her answer to the 
attorneys’ questions. Defense coun- 
sel cross-examined her concerning 
the visits of Marchand to the 
Cattaraugus reservation, asking es- 
pecially if she had ever heard 
Marchand speak of his wife. 
“She say,” said the Indian in- 
terpreter, “only one time. When 
he and his wife came there to the 
house (on the reservation) they 
stopped and he came to the house, 
and he mentioned something about 
that he didn’t care if his wife 
didn’t live and that there was an- 
other party there at the time heard 
them.”’ 
Marchand Admits Affair With Lila, 

Denies Knowledge of Plot. 

Marchand took the witness stand 
yesterday to tell of an intimacy 
without love with Lila Jimersan. 
His relations, he told the jury, 
were established and maintained in 
the name of “professional. necrs- 
sity"; this was his way of getting 
a reluctant model to pose for his 
Indian Museum groups.

The witness insisted it was not 
love, nor even “some attachment” 
as suggested by the DistPict Attor- 
ney, that motivated the letters he 
had written Lila, It was compas- 
sion, he said—compassion for a 
woman who was ill, a victim of 
tuberculosis. 

The prosecutor finally reached 
the chapter in Marchand’s story of 
his break with Lila.

“T called her down because she 
was a liar,” Marchand explained. 
“She sent me letters in a different 
handwriting with another name." 

“How many times did you talk to 
her about this?’’ Moore pressed. 
“Just that one time,” gaid Mar- 
chand, and then with a smile he 
continued: “We had quite a ses- 
sion; I told her I was through with 
her.”

WASHINGTON, March 238.— 


Senator Smoot of Utah, chairman, 


of the Senate Finance, Committee, 
last night described the tariff bill. 
now in conference, “as on the 
whole a Republican measure.” 

Speaking in the national radio 
forum sponsored by the Washing- 
ton Star and the Columbia Broad- 
casting System, Smoot compared 
the various schedules in the Sen- 
ate bill with those in the measure 
as passed by the House and those 
in existing law. ° 


The 431 amendments made by 
his committee and the 1231 other 
changes made by the. Senate have 
placed the average of rdtes about 
midway between those proposed by 
the House and those in existing 
law, he said. 

“While there are a good many 
changes in the bill that were put 
in by the Democratic-insurgent 
Republican coalition, the rates on 
the whole make the bill a Repub- 
lican measure,” he said. 

“Most agricultural products are 
fairty well taken care of by the 
Senate rates and ceftain other in- 
dustries that were depressed and 
were threatened by foreign compe- 
tition have been given considera- 
tion. The Senate also reduced a 
number of industrial rates because 
of the belief of a majority of the 
Senators that the higher rates were 
not warranted or necessary.” 

Smoot said the average rate on 
comparable schedules was 4.16 per 
cent higher than in existing law, 
as compared to 8.54 per cent in- 


crease provided by the House bill. 


“Comparison of the equivalent 
ad valorem rates in the bill,” he 
said, “shows that the weighted av- 
erage for all 15 schedules of the 
dutiable list was 43.15 per. cent 
as passed by the House, and 38.99 
per cent, or, 4,16 per cent lower, 


as passed by the Senate: while the 
| average rate for the act of 1922

WASHINGTON, March 28.—A 


proposal to change the Senate 
rules to prevent a _ repition of 
votes on the same amendments, 
Such as were taken in that branch 
while it had the tariff bill -under 
consideration, was made last night 
by Senators Swanson of Virginia 
and Harrison of Mississippi, both 
Democrats. 

In a statement issued by the 
Democratic National Committee, 
Senator Swanson said the “glar- 
ing foolishness” of the present 
method of procedure “was illus- 
trated in the tariff bill just passed. 

“Most items,” he added, “were 
considered five or six times before 
finally disposed of. No legislative 
body in the world has such a 
clumsy, inconsistent method of 
disposing of legislation. In addition, 
the present rules give an oppor- 
tunity, when a. matter is consid- 
ered in the Senate, for all kinds 
of trades and combinations, which 
is very undesirable. 

“Under my amendment to the 
rules, a bill when presented to the 
Senate shall be immediately con- 
sidered in the Senate, and after 
being voted on a motion can be 
made for reconsideration if made 
within three days, which gives 
ample opportunity for the Senate 
to reconsider its action.”

NOTE GVES NEW ANGLE 
TO MAL SHEPARD CASE 


Brother of Officer’s First Wife 
Says That She Died 
“*Mysteriously.” 


By the Associated Press. 
TOPEKA, Kan., March 28.—A 


letter stating the first wife of Maj. 
Charies A. Shepard, army medical 
corps officer accused of fatally 
poisoning his second wife at Fort 
Riley, Kan., last June, died “un- 
der mysterious circumstances,” has 
been turned over to Department of 
Justice agents by Sardius M. Brew- 
ster, United States District Attor- 
ney for Kansas. 

Brewster said today he had re- 
ceived the letter. recently from 
James Child of Needles, Cal. a 
brother of Maj. Shepard's first 
wife who died in 1913. The Dis- 
trict Attorney said the letter stated 
the army officer’s first wife died 
“under mysterious circumstances 


| and while Shepard was enamored 


of another woman.” 

“l am naturally interested in the 
developments of this _lead as fur- 
ther light may be thrown on Shep- 
ard’s past which will be of value 
to us,” the District Attorney said. 

The District Attorney is prepar- 
ing to go before a Federal grand 
jury to be impaneled here April 14 
iin an effort to secure an indict- 
| ment of Maj. Shepard on a charge 
of murder for the death of his 
secod wife at Fort Riley last June. 
Maj. Shepard was arrested in 
Denver March 17 and is held in 
jail there. 

Since his arrest Maj. Shepard 
has asserted his innocence. 
59-year-old physician admitted 
that be became friendly with Miss 
Grace Brdndon, 23-year-old ste- 
nographer at Brooks Field, Tex., 
before his second wife's death. He 
said they became gengaged eight 
months after Mrs. Shepard died. 
The army officer has been quoted 
at saying his first wife died of 
tuberculosis in California. 

Traces of poison are reported to 
have been found in the viscera of 
the second Mrs. Shepard, which 
was examined at the army labora- 
tory in Washington. During her

Pius XI Will Be First Pontiff 
in 60 Years to Take Vaca- 
tion Outside of Rome.

CASTEL GANDOLFO, italy, 
March 238.—Papai Gendarmes, in 
their quaint costumes, have taken 
over the Villa Barberini here on 
behaif of Pope Pius XI, who will 
undoubtediy spend the hot months 
of next summer in this high, cool 
and shady spot. He wili be the 
first pope in 60 years to spend his 
summer outside the vatican.

THE "FAMILY TABLE 


Variations in Vegetables and 
New Food Combinations 
Attractively Featured. 


One of the chief interests in 
food these days centers around the 
increasing supply and the many 
varieties of vegetables that are to 
be had in all targe cities and most 
sinall ones. 


Increased transportation and 
vastly improved methods of pack- 
ng and shipping have done a 
great deai to make a good variety 
of foodstuffs available ali year 


In speaking of these do not for- 
get the tmprovement in the qual- 
ity and assortment of canned prod- 
ucts. It is possible today to get 
almost anything nned—chicken. 
meat, quali, squab, artichokes, po- 
tatoes, cauliflower. mushrooms— 
ali sorts of delicacies and necessi- 
ties. 
Indeed, a complete meal begin- 
ning with hors d'oeuvres then g0- 
ing on to soup, meat, potatoes, 
vegetabies, saiad, dessert, crackers. 
cheese and coffee may ali be had 
by simply opening cans and reheat- 
ing or chilling the contents. 
This week in planning meals have 
in mind this variety in vegetables 
and stress it particularly. 
With the fresh vegetables the 
simplest miethods of cooking are 
usually the best, though there are 
times when these may be delight- 
fully varied by introducing a new 
flavor or by novel combinations. 
Fo: instance, fresh peas cooked 
with a little mint or a sma!) head 
of lettuce have quite a different 
flavor than when cooked alone: 
braised romaine is a welcome 
change in the cooked greens fam- 
ily; creamed potatoes served with 
a seasoning of chopped chives and 
pimentos taste as good as they 
look. Broccoli is plentiful and 
good; it may be boiled and served 
with plain; butter, with butter and 
lemon juice or a Hollandaise sauce. 
Caulifiower is aiso good now and 
in serving it remember that a 
sprnkiling of grated cheese and a 
few fried bread crumbs are a 
great improvement in flavor. A 
tomato sauce is also delicious over 
cauliflower, and occasionally sec- 
tions of cooked cauliflower may be 
dipped in milk and then in fine 
bread crumbs and browned quick- 
ly in the oven. Serve these with a 
Hollandaise sauce. 3 
The jellied egg and vegetable 
saiad served for Sunday night sup- 
per will be found especially good 
The scrambled eggs that are served 
for breakfast for variety may be 
sprinkled with minced chives or 
scrambled with a few tomatoes.

sugar and a few drops of illa. 

Bake in a moderate oven until 
browned. This will take about 
eight minutes. 

The rice acts as a thickening as 
well as adding nutriment and 
flavor to the pie, but can be omit- 
ted if desired. In this case three 
level. tablespoons of flour would 
be used,. mixed with a small 
amount of milk and combined 
with the scalding coffee and milk 
mixture the same as any s#eream 
pie. If one desires a still richer 
filling, cream can be used in place 
of milk, with three eggs and only 
two tablespoons of flour. 


S{. LOUIS POST- DISPATCH. 
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A leg of pork and a piece of beef 
is boiled together.

This.is made by taking one-third 

chopped suet to two-thirds flour, 
containing salt and baking powder, 
as for a biscuit dough.

This 
is rolled thin, and cut into pieces 
about six inches square.

Just about this time of the year 
everybody gets impatient - with 
boiled and mashed and fried and 
baked potatoes. Consequently, it 
behooves the home cook to cater 
to the family appetite and plan to 
serve these wholesome vegetables 
in new and different. ways. 

Stuffed mashed potatoes are de- 


liclous when prepared according to 
this recipe: 
Stuffed Mashed Potatoes. 

Take six medium sized potatoes, 
one-fourth cup cream or rich milk, 
one egg, four tablespoons butter, 
one teaspoon salt, one-fourth .tea- 
spoon pepper, four tablespoons 
green peppers chopped fine, four 
tablespoons celery. chopped fine, 
one-third cup water, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, four tablespoons pars- 
ley, chopped fine, four tablespoons 
pimiento, chopped fine one-fourth 
cup flour. : 

Wash potatoes clean; drop into 

boiled water and boil gently until 
tender; drain, and pare. Mash po- 
tatoes, adding cream, egg, butter, 
milk, salt and pepper, and beat un- 
til light and fluffy. 
Drop finely chopped green pep- 
per and celery into one-third cup 
boHing water and boil rapidly five 
minutes. Drain and add salt, pars- 
ley leaves and pimento. 

Shape potatoes into small even- 
sized balls. Scoop out center of 
ball with spoon and stuff with one 
teaspoon mixed vegetables. Press 
edges of opening together; roll in 
flour, dip in egg and then in 
crumbs. Place on cookie sheet and 
bake, until golden color in hot oven 
15 to 20 minutes. 

Delmonico Potatoes. 

Five medium-sized potatoes, one 
tablespoon butter, one tablespoon 
flour, one cup milk, one-half. tea- 
spoon salt, one-eighth teaspoon 
paprika, one-half cup grated 
cheese, four tablespoons chopped 
parsley and buttered stale bread 
crumbs. 

Dice boiled potatoes. Make a 
white sauce with butter, flour, salt, 
paprika and milk. Put a layer of 
potatoes in bottom of greased cas- 
serole, cover with layer of grated 
cheese and then white sauce. Con- 
tinue layers until all are used. 

Sprinkle top with chopped pars- 
ley, cover with buttered crumbs 
and bake in a moderate oven until 
crumbs are browned.
